LISBON, May 27.—I have pre- 
viously written a general account 
of the flight of the NC-3. The 
purpose of this article is to re- 
count some of the experiences of 
that flight, which are of a rather 
remarkable nature. . 

As is known, the three _ sea- 
planes left Trepassey Bay late in 
the afternoon of May 16. They 
gstaved together until-early in the 
morning of the 17th, when the 
flagship, NC-3, which I command- 
ed, lost sight of the other two and 
they lost sight of each other. On 
account of the failure of the lights 
{lluminating the instrument board, 
{t had become necessary for the 
Three to go g0 above the clouds to 
get the benefit of the moonlight. 

It was beautiful up there; like 
sailing over a sea of snow. ‘And 
through occasional rifts in the 
clouds we could see the One and 
the Four below us, one on one side 
and one on the other. The star 
ghells from the destroyers explod- 
ed above the clouds, so there was 
no difficulty about Keeping on 
our course. As dawn began to 
break, however, conditions 
changed. The destroyers stopped 
firing star shells and the clouds 
got thicker and blacker. For these 
reasons we decided to go down 
through the clouds as soon as pos- 
sible. This was when we were 
about 700 miles out from New- 
foundland. I telephoned to the 
pilots, and when a -small!l hole 
through the clouds appeared 
ahead, we plunged down and 
through, to try and locate No. 14 
destroyer. I knew that, according 
to the atmospheric laws, the 
winds up high were more from 
the north and had been making 
allowance for this, but, of course, 
there was n° telling how much al- 
lowance to make. 

Sighted a Ship. 

Shortly after going through the 
clouds. where we were flying ata 
height of 1500 feet, I sighted a 
ship to the southeastward. I could 
not believe that we had been set 
to the northward, but a_ look 
through the glass showed me that 
the ship was war-colored, and I 
decided it was station ship No. 15. 
I changed my course so as to pass 
over No. 17; assuming that No. 
16 was in the right position, and 
intending to keep on until No. 17 
should be sighted. ly 

The weather in the meantime 
had become thick and we were 
fighting rain squalls all the time. 
I still thought the ship I had 
sighted was No. i5. and did not 
therefore know whether [ was 
north or south of No. 17, so I 
changed the course to run parallel 

to the proper course, huping that 
the weather would clear and that 
No. 18 would be sighted. 

The weather got worse instead of 
better. with foz and rain and oc- 
easional high winds, and this con- 
tinued for five hours. The pilots 
fought doggedly. Anyone who has 

flown in the rain can imagine 
what five hours of it, combined 
with fog, coming on top of 10 
hours’ night flying, must have 
been. 

The most dangerous effect was 
drowsiness. My medical chest con- 
tained some strychnine tablets 
which had been put in for this 
emergency, and I gave Richardson, 
who was suffering most, two doses. 
At times the squalls were so bad 

that we had to turn and run before 
them. We made frequent attempts 
to get above them but they seemed 
to extend all the way up to the 
heavens. 

At 13 G. M. T., which 
o'clock in the morning of the 17th, 
there was a momentary lull and I 
caught sight of the sun through 
the haze. I got a sextant observa- 
tion which indicated that we were 
about 59 miles south of the course. 
Estimating our speed, I figured 
that we-were southwest of Pico 
and changed our course to head 
for that mountain in the hope that 
it might be clear enough for ys 
to see it. 

All morning, long I had been 
straining my eyes looking out 
through the rain for either Flores, 
Corvo or Pico. There was really 
no use in: this, for had I seen the 
land it would have been so close 
that we would surely have plunged 
right into it. 


Two Hours of Fuel Left. 

It became very hazy again, al- 
though the sun could be seen 
faintly, and as Moore, engineer. 
telephoned forward just at this 
time to gay that we had just two

back and writing on a pad and 
holding it up to them. We decided 
that the sea was not too ‘rough 
to land and that we would land so 
that I would get a good meridian 
latitude and find out how far south 
we really were, 

The air was so rough that it 
was not possible to get a good ob- 
servation while flying. We point- 
ed the plane downward and 
throttled down the engines. Then, 
just as we were about to alight, 
we realized that there was a big 
sea running beneath us. It was 
too late to pull up. We touched 
the top of a big roller and jumped 
from that to the slope of another, 
hitting with a crash that left no 
doubt as to the seriousness of the 
done. 

Examination stowed that the 
forward engine struts were badly 
bent and the hull seriously dam- 
aged and leaking considerably. 
However, I got an observation and 
fixed our position at being about 
50 miles south of Corvo. Had I 
trusted to my snap sight, taken 
aloft, and continued on the course 
at an altitude of 900 feet, which I 
had laid, we would have landed 
right at Fayal, but the visibility 
was so bad that we would have 
probably flown into one of the 
mountains. We once shifted our 
wireless generator to a position in 
the wake of the port engine and 
sent out S O § signals giving our 
position. Signals had been sent 
out before we landed, but appar- 
antly had not been heard. The 
running of the port engine was 
very dangerous, as it caused us to 
plunge forward heavily inte ap- 
proaching seas, so after keeping 
it up for half an hour we desisted. 


Heard Inquiries About Others. 

Lavender intercepted a _ report 
that the NC-4 had landed and an- 
other that the NC-1 was down and 
a search was being made for her. 
We also heard inquiries bheing 
made as to the whereabouts of the 
NC-4. The seriousness of our posi- 
tion was now apparent and we 
took such steps as were possible 
to meet it. Stock was taken of 
the food aboard, which consisted 
of a few water-soaked unpalatable 
sandwiches, five cakes of chocolate 
and six small tins of emergency 
rations, which, while said to be 
most nourishing, certainly are not 
palatable. We had taken no 
drinking water and did not want 
to have the extra weight. We 
knew there would be plenty of 
water from the radiators which 
could have been drunk in an emer- 
gency. We were up against an 
emergency and we drank that 
water. It was thick with fron rust 
and contained a certain amount of 
engine oil. Watches were set and 
duties assigned and everything se- 
cured for the night. During the 
early morning hours of May 18 a 
heavy storm came up, .with wind 
from the west-northwest. I had 
stood my watch and been called 
several times, whenever the moon 
or stars were visible, to get sights 
and fix our position. Like all the 
rest of the crew I had had no sleep 
the night before and. was well 
tired, but all hands turned out 
when the storm broke. 


We rigged a sea anchor consist- 
ing of a piece of wire cable, to 
which we attached two canvas 
buckets. The pilots took over the 
controls to keep the seaplane 
headed into the approaching seas. 
After pumping out the boat thor- 
oughly, Moore and I took the hose 
off the pump and connected it up 
with the center oil tank, to pour 
oil overboard to smooth the seas. 
This did a considerable amount of 
good, but we drifted away from 
our oil too fast, and I decided that 
if we were to keep some oll for 
use in the engines it would be 
necessary to save the remainder. 

Lavender intercepted a message 
directing all available destroyers to 
search for us between station ships 
16 and 18. As we were opposite 
station ship 23, this was disheart- 
ening. We had reversed our col- 
ors as a signal of distress and 
hoped that some stray vessel might 
sight us. 


‘Plane Began to Break Up. 

The seaplane about this time be- 
gan to break up. First, the left 
lower wing caught a big sea which 
broke all the ribs, and then the 
tail went under and broke the 
lower elevator. The wind at this 
time was blowing about 45 or 590 
miles an hour, and the seas were 
30 feet high and very steep. A 
driving rain had also set in. 

A real calamity occurred at 9% 
a. m., when a heavy cross-sea car- 
ried away our port pontoon. It

The high wind was still blowing 
and the seas were enormous. I 
stayed up until 4:30 a. m., keeping 
myself awake by smoking and get- 
ting cold water dashed on me by 
the waves. Richardson and Me- 
Cullough were both at the con- 
trols, practically all night. Moore 
was everywhere. I called Laven- 
der. who had been getting a little 
sleep aft, and he took my place on 
the wing. I crawled down under 
the pilot's seat, but sleep was ‘im- 
possible when you were one minute 
standing on your head and the nert 
plunging feet foremost down steep 
sloping waves, expecting the whole 
seaplane to disintegrate. 

Eventually the water got so deep 
in the hull that I was flooded out 
and Moore, Lavender and I spent 
the next six hours pumping. The 
water was nearly two feet deep in 
the hull. 

The morning of the 19th was a 
little clearer and I got some good 
sights of Arcturus and the moon 
in the early hours, which fixed our 
position. Then I told the pilots to 
try to steer a certain-course which 
would bring us near Miguel 
(St. Michael). It was considerably 
off the wind, but by a careful oper- 
ation of the controls we found 
that we could work gradually to 
the northward. A heavy wind was 
still blowing and a big sea running. 

At 9:30 (G. M. T.) I got an ob- 
servation of the sun, which applied 
to our position at 5:30 moved up,

Very pistol, for I had been packing™ 


them in order that they should not 
»o down in case we sank suddenly. 
We continued to pump but with 
a very different spirit. All hands 
suddenly realized they were hun- 
gry and thirsty. The realization 
of fatigue was to come later. By 
a unanimous vote we decided that 
bacon and eggs were the best food 
in the world. I took some photo- 
graphs of the personnel and of the 
NC-3. : 

Then the idea of not using assis- 
tance if it was afforded came to 
me and we promptly hoisted our 
flag rightside up. Heavy squalls 
with lots of rain came a little later, 
but we managed to weather them, 
and finally got within five miles 
of the coast. Then I laid down 
a course to Ponta Delgada. It was 
slow progress we made and it took 
us all day, but finally, when we 
were about seven miles out. Laven- 
der shook his head and said they 
had seen us. The radio broke loose 
and Lavender said the messages 
were flving about like mad. A little 
later there appeared a big smudge 
of smoke and then spray and the 
destrover FTlarding came dashing 
out. We sent a signal by blinker 
light for her to stay clear but to bea 
ready to render assistance if called 
upon. 

“Will Live to Fly Again. 

Just at this time the starboard 
pontoon carried away and we very 
nearly went over. We got three 
engines started, and I put the men 
ready to-run. aut on either wing 
in case the other wing caught in 
the water. McCullough and Rich- 
ardson skillfully maneuvered with 
such engines and controls as were 
left us, and we crabbed in under 
the eastern end of the breakwater 
and into the harbor. That place 
was a perfect bedlam. Whistles 
blowing and flags flying 
evervwhere, and boats chasing 
about like mad. It looked like a 
moving picture, but it cer- 
tainly looked good to us. 

We made our moorings at 6:30, 
after having barely escaped capsiz- 
ing twice in the harbor. The NC- 
3 Was, out of the transatlantic 
flight, but she had made the long- 
sustained flight ever accom- 
plished, consisting of 1250 miles. 
and then had sailed 205 miles into 
her port of destination without 
outside assistance. And she will 
live to fly again.

314th Field Organization Credited With Greatly 
Aiding Success of the Division—Many of 
the Enlisted Men From Missouri.

NEW YORK, May 28.—Among the 
homing pigeons bound for the Mid- 
dle West was the 314th Field Signal 
BattaHon, which guarded the com- 
munications of the Eighty-ninth Di- 
vision in the St. Mihiel salient and 
the Argonne. It reached here yes- 
terday on the Prinz Frederich Wil- 
helm. 

This battalion, which has won the 
praise of all its superior officers, car- 
ried wire forward in both battles by 
manpower unti] the passage of in- 
fantry would permit their horses on 
the roads. Then they sent reels 
forward on pack-saddles, and as soon 
ax carts were permitted, went ahead 
with them. 

All headquarters were constantly 
in touch in the Eighty-ninth through 
both actions, and on the last day of 
the war the telephone lines were 
run across the flooded Meuse and 
into Stenay. A very great amount of 
the immense success the division had 
is due to the splendiaq manner in 
which the field signal battalion func- 
tioned, divisional officers say.

The Company That Put Down a Real 
Machine Gun Barrage. 

The 342d Machine Gun Detach- 
ment pulled off an accomplishment 
at Bantheville that is the pride of 
the division, and the admiration of 
experts in machine gunnery. They 
laid a barrage for advancing infan- 
try with their fire-spitters that was 
tremendously effective, the most dar- 
ing and successful attempt of the 
kind in the war. At least, that is 
what the officers think about it. 


Machine-gun barrage was not en- 
tirely unknown. The British had ex- 
perimented with it in protectins 
withdrawals, but had never risked 
much on it in the way of aiding an 
advance. It remained for the ex- 
perimental soldiers in the experi- 
mental American army to experiment 
with the idea and to discover that 4 
machine-gun barrage was not only 
possible, but could work consider- 
able havoc. 

The barrage is laid just as is that 
with artillery, but the target, . of | 
course, must be in the direct line | 
of fire. The machine-gun bullets do | 
not explode and destroy everything | 
around, but the bullets must find | 
their billets, and the Germans were | 
thick enough to give the American | 
gunners every opportunity.

THE U. R.’S “USE AND BENEFIT.” 

Facts brought out in the hearing on the United Rail- 
ways receivership show that in 10 years the company 
paid out $1,362,414.58 to general officers and attorneys.
